Of the Canned Foods Situation. Market Reports. 
Congitions and Changes. Outlook. 


A C K = RS The past week has been marked by an improved 


interest in all lines of canned foods, but particularly so 


C A N + in canned tomatoes. Luyers have been forced into the 

market to cover present necessities, and the consequence 
| is that there has been quite a brisk demand and orders 
AND of fair size have been the rule. The general apathy 
which seemed to be settling over the market bids fair 
to disappear in the very near future. 

With regard to tomatoes in particular, there now 
seems to be no question but that the supply on hand un- 
sold is not more than sufficient to keep the market dur- 
_ing the next six months, if there is actually enough to 
| do so. The realization of this is beginning to be felt 
In the manufacture of our in all sections of the country, for all the tomatoes are 
Packers’ Cans and Solder _here in the East, as California now is complaining of 
her shortage, and a heavy demand, with increasing prices 
for solid-packed goods. 

One of the most pleasing features of the market is 
Workmanship and Quality. that holders have begun to take new hope and are show- 

_ing more courage and determination to hold for better 
Let us hielo — y | prices. About the only goods which are going out at low 
the coming season. prices are the inferior qualities, which the holders are 
anxious to remove. This condition is bound to im- 
prove, and there would seem to be only one result possi- 
ble from it, and that is higher prices on spot goods in the 
very near future. Shortly after the Convention we ex- 
pect to see spot tomatoes in a stronger position than 
today, and we see no cause for any holders losing faith 
in these goods. 

In other lines of the market demand has been fairly 
active, finer grades of peas being inquired for, but the 
cheaper lines show 2 weakness, evidently due to an effort 
on the part of the holders to unload. 
| In corn there has been a steady outgo at low prices, 

the demand surprising holders because of its persist-

ency and extent. The consumption of corn during the 
past few months has been wonderful and visible stocks 
must have been reduced considerably. But there is lit- 
tle life in this article, and practically no faith, so that 
holders are offering it as low as 52%c. for good quali- 
ties in order to get rid of it. 

In this section particularly the remarkably mild 
and springlike weather we have had practically all the 
winter is beginning to worry growers of all kinds. It is 
heard cn all sides that fruit will undoubtedly be killed 
because of the early budding. Spring songbirds are 
heard, and even frogs have been reported croaking. 
Shade trees are putting out their buds and rosebushes in 
shaded places, their leaves. The air feels decidedly 
spring-like, and the ground is absolutely without frost. 
Such conditions here at the first of February are unpre- 
cedented, even the oldest inhabitant never having re- 
called a like condition in this section. It cannot be ex- 
pected that such mild conditions will continue without 
interruption, and if severe winter weather, with heavy 
snows and hard freezing must yet occur, there is no ques- 
tion but that a great amount of damage will be done. 
Horticulturists report fruit budding in such quantities 
as to be in imminent danger of heavy frosts, and we ex- 
pect to hear complaints from the farmers that because 
the ground has not been frozen deeply and thereby 
opened up, there is a lack of water in the soil which 
must result in damage to vegetable crops from drouth 
during the coming summer. 

This condition, coupled with the unrest of tomato 
growers who are demanding higher prices for their crops 
fer 1913, is causing the canner many uneasy moments 
as regards his pack. With advancing prices on all ma- 
teriais and the grower insisting upon $10 per ton, as 
against $g last year on the one side, and the jobbers on 
the other refusing to give even last year’s prices, the 
packer of tomatoes is at a loss to see how he can come 
out even in the coming year’s pack. Many of the pack- 
ers are insisting upon sticking closely to $9 per ton, and 
in one large growing section this represents a cut of 
$1.00. Naturally the growers are refusing to accept 
them, and as contracting time is here, matters are com- 
There have been interests work- 
ing on the Peninsula urging the farmers to demand bet- 
ter prices for tomatoes, pointing out the high price pack- 
ers have been receiving for their goods. ‘They fail to 
take into consideration the increased cost of packers, 
and they are causing an amount of discontent in that 
section that threatens trouble. Less than 82™%c. for No. 
3 future Tomatoes seems to spell absolute loss to the 
packer Such is the condition, and the sooner the job- 
bers realize that the packer is helpless, and in face of 
it he cannot possibly preduce suitable goods, the sooner 
they will offer the proper price. 

Quite a number of tomato packers have intimated 
their intention of keeping their factories closed unless 
they can make their contracts for futures on a paying 
basis. As we have before intimated, we believe that this 
condition will rapidly clear up, for there seems to be no

question now but that the market can consume 14,000,000 


cases of goods every year, and to get them jobbers will 


have to pay the price. Just now it is a question with 
the canners to stand up firmly for their rights and not 
be stampeded into accepting future contracts at a price 
which they know will net them a loss. 

In the actual market there are few or no changes 
to record, and these will be found on their regular pages. 
The leading markets of the various sections are reportea 
under their own heading, and it will be noted that con- 
ditions in each case are about the same as here in the 
East, but in all cases there is a very bright outlook, 
with a promise of good business in the event of season- 
able weather, for under present conditions, with epi- 
demics of sickness in all sections, consumption is at its 
lowest point. 

There promises to be a very large attendance of can- 
ners from this section at the Louisville Convention, and 
there is no question but what those who go will be well 
rewarded for their trip.

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The New York Market 


Demand confined to narrow limits—Spot Corn dragging—Packers offering tomatoes from 


the south—Maine packers holding firmly on futures—Picked up in the market. 


Reported by Telegraph 


January 31, 1913. 

The Market.—No improvement in the demand for 
any of the staples can be reported. In spot goods the 
movement is confined within narrow limits, as jobbers 
show no disposition to stock up in advance of actual cur- 
rent needs. There is, however, no pressure to sell ex- 
erted by holders, and prices rest on a steady basis. To- 
matoes are slow of sale. Orders rarely exceed single 
carload lots, and in not a few instances are for smaller 
quantities, indicating the desire of buyers to keep close 
to actual present requirements. Spot corn still drags, 
and the tone of the market is easy, though no quotable 
decline in prices is reported. Futures are equally slow 
of sale, but packers are not disposed to force, business, 
and are naming prices on the basis of their opening quo- 
tations. 

Peas are wanted for immediate delivery in a small 
way only. However, packers are firm in their views, 
particularly on the better grades, and will make no con- 
cessions to secure orders. Future peas remain quiet, but 
the tone of the market is steady. String beans remain 
firm, but quiet. 

Tomatoes.—Packers in the South are soliciting busi- 
ness on future tomatoes, 1913 pack, on the f. 0. b. factory 
basis of 6oc. for 2s and 8oc. for No. 3s. These figures 
are given as practically as the basis on standard grades in 
1912 pack. A good many holders seem anxious to sell 
old crop, and where blocks of goods are concerned in 
old pack it might be possible to shade asking price. Job- 


bers are not anxious to take hold of large lots. Interest 
in futures is limited to inquiry on prices. There is a 
firm tone on finer grades of full standard 3s. It was pos- 


sible to buy No. 10s on spot at $2.90 per dozen f. o. b. 
factory. <A lot of No. 10s’ in warehouse here offer at $3 
per dozen, the holder being anxious to sell. Much of 
the stock in tomatoes here is said to be of grade not up 
to the ideas of jobbers. Buyers are giving all samples 
thorough examination. 

Corn.—The situation in corn, both spot and future, 
is still in an uncertain state. J[.ocal jobbers are with- 
holding orders for future Maine corn, but the majority 
of the packers whose goods have a reputation for qual- 
ity decline to make any concession from the opening 
price of goc. f. 0. b. Portland for fancy. Several of the 
larger packers have not yet come into the local market 
with offerings at any price. They have done a fairly 
good business already, with interior distributors at the 
price they have named, and are encouraged to hold out 
for these figures by the inquiries that are coming to them, 
particularly from the Middle West. It is asserted in be- 
half of the best Maine packers that any price less than 
goc. f. o. b. Portland would not represent a reasonable 
profit because of the high cost of production in the me- 
chanical department, represented by the advance in cans 
and boxes, and the wages of labor, while the raw material, 
which has advanced materially in the past few years, 
promises to be quite as high, if not higher than in 1912. 
State, Western and Southern corn for spot or future de- 
livery is not in much demand at present, but on the part 
of sellers there is no disposition to make concessions from 
quoted prices. 


Peas.—A good deal of late business has been done 
in future Western peas at the opening prices for 1913 
pack, but jobbers have filed a good share of their wants 
pending a knowledge of the pack. Cheap old peas of 
low grade are dull and irregular. Stock of good quality, 
however, is wanted and is firm. No.2 Alaskas sold in 
several instances at $1.60 per dozen. No. 2 Admirals are 
held with more confidence at $1.80. No. 4 Alaskas are 
dull in the range of $1.10 laid down. The position is 
dominated by the low grades. 

String Beans.—Held with more confidence on Refu- 
gee 2s, with sales at $1.45 here. No. 3s are easy at $1.171%4 
per dozen. Southern No. 10 green is weak, at $2.45 laid 
down. 

Beans.—Quiet, but the steady tone is maintained. 
In the balance of the list trade is slow. There seems to 
be no pressure to sell, however, and prices are maintained 
at the level of the quotations heretofore named. Baked 
beans moved slowly, as also kidney stock. 


Asparagus.—Spot is steady, but very dull. So far 
no intimation has been made of opening prices on 1913 
pack. A little call is noted on best sorts. 

Spinach.—It is held with confidence, and the trend 
is steady, based on the low level for No. tos. 

Beets.—There is a fair interest shown. 

Canned Fruits.—There is a fair interest reported on 
California peaches, apricots, pears and cherries, but no 
important lots are moving from first hands. The un- 
dertone, however, is firm, and with any material increase 
in the demand higher prices are looked for owing to the 
constriction of stocks in packers’ hands. Southern fruits 
are dull except for a little demand for pears and sliced 
pineapple. 

Apples.—A moderate interest is shown in spot No. 
10 apples, with a steady tendency toward a higher leve) 
for fancy grades. <A good deal of stock is offered in or- 
dinary grades for shipment from the West. 

Pears.—The tone is strong, but there seems to be 
little movement. Standard grade is held at $1.55 per 


dozen in No. 2% cans. 


Pineapple.—Hawaiian stock is meeting a fair inter- 
est. Southern pack is not freely offered here. A scarcity 
of sliced domestic is noted here in a small way. 

Peaches.—Southern peaches are held about as 
quoted. A little more call has been developed on No. 
2'™4 extra lemon clings, and business has been done on 
$1.90. There is less call for No. 2% extra standards. 

Plums.—Little busitiess is recorded and the market 
is easier. 

Apricots.—Seem to be getting more attention from 
jobbers, and the tone is strong. 

Cherries.—Are in moderate demand. 

Blueberries.—Held up to outside figures. 
seem to be scarce here and at packing points. 

Salmon.—There seem to be more sellers than buy- 
ers of red Alaska, and the situation is weak. It is possi- 
ble to buy red talls at $1.45 laid down here. The open- 
ing price was $1.40 f. 0. b. Coast last fall. Several job- 
bers are reported anxious to move stock and are not so 
particular about full prices, just so it moves. Owing to 
the unsatisfactory industrial conditions in various coun- 
tries salmon has not sold as well as in 1911. The Pacific

Coast pack of 1911 and 1912 were larger than those of 
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any two previous years, but consumption has not in- 
creased in proportion. Cheaper grades of the 1912 pack 
are now selling below the cost of production. Chinooks 
are steady, but movement is slow. Sockeyes are quiet 
and sales are made only to satisfy daily requirements. 
Pinks are barely steady, though $1.45 is quoted here. Me- 
dium red halves are quoted at 85c. Alaska chums are 
quoted at 

Sardines.—A fair business is reported in domestic 
sardines on fine stock in key-opening cans. A little 
more interest is shown in quarter-oils in Keyless cans, 
but it is easy to buy at full inside figures, $2.00. Some 
packers are reported anxious to sell, and are willing to 
make some reductions to do this. Imported grades are 
firm, with a sharp upward tendency because of the scar- 
city abroad and the failure of the fisheries this vear. 

Oysters.—A firmer feeling is reported in oysters be- 
cause of the difficulty of obtaining sufficient suitable ma- 
terial for packing. Holders are not allowing conces- 
sions and in numerous instances are insisting upon full 
outside figures, or 2ven a slight advance. 

Crab Meat.—Scarcity still prevails, and sales are 
made in a smail way only at full outside quotations. The 
tendency is upward, though no actual advance has oc- 
curred as yet. 

Shrimp.—There is little new to report in the mar- 
ket. No. 1 is quoted at $1.00, and No. 1% at $1.90, out- 
side, though less money will buy.

Samlon packers of Bellingham: Bay, Wash., are pre- 
paring for a large output in 1913, increasing their ca- 
pacity and providing additional warehouse room. 


Several state packers are reportéd to be making ef- 
forts to clean up holdings of standard grade, old corn, 
at 57'2(@6oc. Such stock is not plentiful, but those who 
have it would like to get rid of it now, when they can 
obtain a fair price for it. 

One sale of two cars of full standard No. 3 tomatoes 
was made at 82'4c. f. o. b. factory. The sale was said to 
be for buyers’ label. 

Reports from Eastport are to the effect that much 
poor stock in sardines is held by outside packers. On 
firm offer $2.00 f. 0. b. will be accepted on standard quar- 
ter-oils. 

Richard C. Barry, of the firm of John Barry & Co., 
Montreal, has been a visitor in the West Side markets. 

John A. Robinson, of Norfolk, Va., has been visiting 
in the canned foods market the past few days. 

C. H. Holling, of Montreal, has been in the West 
Side grocery market of late. He says that Canadian in- 
terests are watching the probable course of tariff changes 
upon food commodities. 

M. N. Wentworth, of the Lee Canning Company, 
Rome, N. Y., has been a trade visitor during the week 
and made his headquarters with North & Dalzell. 


David A. Hunt & Co. have been appointed the New 
York agents of the Fredonia Preserving Company, of 
Fredonia, N. Y. 

George E. Stocking has purchased the co-partner- 
ship of the Hohenodel-Stocking Canning Company dat 
Rochelle, Ill., together with the equipment. 

Baltimore advices are to the effect that because of 
the scarcity of raw oysters for canning purposes the 
market is stronger and the price a shade higher. 

Winters & Prophet, Mt. Morris, N. Y., have under 
consideration a plan to establish a cannery at Avon, 
N. Y. It is a question of whether a sufficient average of 
tomatoes, peas and corn can be secured. 

No. 10 Spinach was offered for prompt shipment 
from the South at $2.85 f. 0. b. factory. 

A block of two cars of standard No. 2 blackberries 
was offered in one quarter at 72™%c. f. o. b. factory. 

One lot of 1,000 cases full standard No. 2 tomatoes 
was offered by a Southern broker at 60c. regular terms 
f. o. b. factory under packers or buyers’ labels. 

Cannery men on the Coast are said to be in the mar- 
ket contracting for apricots, cherries and tomatoes for 
the 1913 pack. For Apricots from $30 to $35 a ton has 
been paid. 

A sale of 500 cases No. 2 seconds peas, 1912 pack, 
was reported at goc. f. o. b. factory. The purchase is 
said to have been for New York account. 

The slow movement of asparagus is responsible for 
the disposition on the part of some interests to. shade 
prices. Offerings of mammoth white have been made at 
$2.35 here. Coast holders are reported cleaned up on 
1912 pack. 

T. G. Remschel, of the Tokstad-Burger Company., 
has returned from Norway during the week, where he 
has been inspecting the plants owned by the company 
he represents. 

Portuguese boneless sardines, especially in halves 
are becoming extremely scarce owing to the short catch, 
and it is difficult to buy standard grades at current quo- 
tations. Advices from the other side are to the effect tha: 
fish suitable for the American market cannot now be 
packed before May, or even as late as June. 

FE. M. Johnston, for years the dean of the New York 
canned foods trade, is now on a trip around the world. 
He was present at a dinner given by Mr. and Mrs. A. W. 
Porter in San Francisco. Mr. Porter is the representa- 
tive of the J. K. Armsby Company in that city, and it 
was discovered that Mr. and Mrs. Porter had been mar- 
ried 32 years when the dinner occurred and complimen- 
tary toasts were numerous. 

San Francisco mail advices tell of an active demand 
for fruits. 

A numbe: of prominent New York brokers who 
usually attend the national Convention say they shall not 
go to Louisville this year. 

One large sale of low-grade peas, sufficient to clean 
up one Western packer, was reported, but the price was 
withheld. Several thousand cases were included. 

Future Admiral peas, season’s delivery, were quoted 
by one Westcrn operator, as follows:. No. 1, $1.75; No. 
2, $1.50; No. 3, $1.35; No. 4, $1.25; No. 5, $1.10. These 
prices are delivered New York. 

“It is becoming harder to find tomatoes at factory 
points suitable for buyers’ label,” says one large inter- 
est. “Nothing here can be obtained for less than &5c. 
f. o. b. factory. Some quite goc. in a small way, but on 
the other hand, plenty of stock can be obtained at 774@ 
80c. on common grades. This poor stock is holding the 
market down.”

Cold wintery weather, increasing the demand—Interesting' tomatoes reviving—Jobbers 


looking for cheap peas—Canned Food Week taking shape rapidly—Mary Boyle 


O’ Reilly articles appearing in Chicago. 


Reported by Telegraph 


January 31, 1913. 

Weather.—Severe cold weather has stopped all dis- 
tribution of canned foods by wholesale grocers, except 
to city trade, for the first of this week. 

Chicago buyers of canned foods for the big whole- 
sale grocery houses are taking great interest in the pro- 
motion of Canned Foods Week, and are organizing their 
sales forces to push it hard. 

Things around Canned Foods Week headquarters, 
Masonic Temple, are getting very busy, and requests 
for literature and information are coming in from all 
parts of the United States. The distribution of leaflets 
will begin this week, and all orders and requests will 
be supplied. 

It is rumored that Mr. Frank Allinger has resigned 
his position as manager of Canned Foods Department 
for W. M. Hoyt Company, to undertake a business ven- 
venture on his own account. He is one of the most com- 
petent and able men in that line in the United States. 

It is said that Mr. Strassheim, of Shepperd-Strass- 
heim & Co., Chicago, will hereafter buy the canned foods 
for that house. Mr. Hornberg, the former buyer, will 
look after another branch of the business. 

The Meyer Grocery Company, of Chicago, one of 
the chain of twelve Meyer wholesale houses of the Cen- 
tral West, has not found business in Chicago profitable. 
and has gone into liquidation. Mr. G. L. Meyer, who 
has had charge of the business for three years, will prob- 
ably transfer to one of the other Meyer houses after 
closing out the Chicago business. 

Canned Tomatoes.—This article appears to have had 
a slight revival of interest, and some sales of spot and 
future tomatoes are reporied. The future contracts were 
for Indiana extra standard quality at 85c. f. o. b. can- 
nery. 

Sales of future tomato puree or stewed and strained 
tomatoes are reported at 40c. for No. 1 and $2.70 for No. 
10 size f. a. b. Indiana factory. This quality is made from 
whole ripe tomatoes; at least, the contract so reads. 

Canned Corn.—Nothing of interest is transpiring as 
to this article. Wholesale and retail grocers seem to be 
well supplied for the present, and there is but little in- 
quiry. 

Canned Peas.—Prices remain nominal. Jobbers are 
looking for cheap lots to cost about 75c. Chicago, and 
are finding some at the price; of very poor quality, of 
course, but edible. Futures do not seem to be attracting 
any interest at present, the contracting having: pretty 
well finished for the present. 

Canned Salmon.—This market is quiet owing to 
there being no sellers of Seckeyes or Chinook, and no 


buyers of Alaska Red, Medium Red, Cohoe or Pink. The 
distributive Spring trade has not yet begun. 

The wide publication of the articles of Miss O’Reilly 
as to her investigation of New York State canning fac- 
tories has now extended West and has appeared in the 
Chicago daily papers. 

The testimony being taken by the Allen Commit- 
tee before Congress has also been published. It does not 
seem to have attracted as much attention here as it has 
in the Eastern and Middle States. 

When analyzed by a competent weigher of facts and 
statements, and the true value of the testimony ap- 
praised the trivial character of it all is most apparent, 
and yet it has undoubtedly had a strong effect upon the 
opinions of many people. The women of the country 
buy the canned foods, and they are exceedingly suscept- 
ible to the influence of the newspapers and such pub- 
lished articles. Especially do the statements as to the 
employment of child labor and the long hours required 
of women workers affect the women froma sentimental 
standpoint. 

They do not weigh or analyze the testimony; they 
merely accept it as true without appraisement, because 
it is written by a woman, published in a newspaper and 
stands unrefuted so far as they know. It takes a long 
time for the truth to catch a lie which has secured such 


a long start in the race.

(if there be done), and in due course reaches the conveyor,

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MAINE CORN WILL BE HIGHER. 
Packers Standing Up For Higher Prices on Futures. 


Something like a deadlock exists in future Maine corn. 
Buyers are confident they should be able to purchase for de- 
livery out of the 1913 pack at the same range of prices as in 
1912, while packers declare they must get at least 5c. a dozen 
more than last year. So far the larger packers have been 
endeavoring to test the market by quoting 90c. f. o. b. Port- 
land. This figure has, it is said, been shaded 2%c. in a few 
instances, but most Maine packers refuse to make any reduc- 
tion, and two of the most important packing firms have not 
put out any price at all for 1918. 


New York and the East generally have withheld orders, 
but the Middle West, which is assuming increased importance 
as a market center for Maine corn, has shown increased in- 
terest in the situation, and has sent forward numerous in- 
quiries. 

One of the largest packers in Maine declared very emphat- 
ically this week that the only way to make a living profit. is 
to place the price at 90c. and keep it there. The cost of cans, 
of boxes, of labor and raw material have all advanced. Twice 
the price of green corn has been advanced, and the packers 
have said nothing about it. Now they feel that they must have 
more money or cease business. 


More inquiries have come from the West for goods subject 
to prices to be made, and this leads packers to believe that they 
will be able to dispose of their product at the advanced price. 
Another important factor will contribute to improvement in the 
general situation. The principal packers will make 100 per 


cent. deliveries on all contracts, and to make this certain they 
will keep their future sales within reasonable limits.

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THE Canning TRADE 
FOREIGN TRADE IN CANNED FOODS. 


The special Government report on the possibilities in various 
Countries—Customs to be complied with—Requirements 
under food laws—The goods chiefly in demand. 


AUSTRIA-HUNGARY. 
(Continued from Issue of January 13.) 


Hungarian manufacturers of tinned goods have their 
agents in Budapest and in certain other large towns of Hun- 
gary, who, it is said, charge 5 per cent. commission on local 
sales and up to 10 per cent for export sales. Wholesale deal- 
ers as a rule are given 60 days by the manufacturers or the 
manufacturers’ agents, and retailers are generally allowed 90 
days’ credit. This applies also to representatives of foreign 
manufacturers. One active agent representing a foreign pro- 
ducer is able to cover Hungary, but it is a great mistake to 
have a single agent cover Austria and Hungary together. The 
Balkan States are beginning to buy tinned goods of various 
kinds, and Hungarian exporters have already had some success 
in supplying the demand in Roumania and Montenegro. The 
Roumanian and Servian business in these goods could be con- 
ducted to advantage from Budapest, .and is without doubt 
capable of development. The rational route for shipment to 
Hungary is via Fiume, the only seaport, to which the Cunard 
Line maintains regular sailings. In cases where it is necessary 
to save time, shipments can be made via Hamburg or Bremen, 
but the all-sea route via Fiume is sufficiently rapid for most 
shipments of this class. No drawback of duty is allowed on 
account of materials used in containers. 


Prague. 
[From Consul Joseph I. Brittain.] 


The methods used in canning fruits and vegetables in the 
Prague consular district are similar to those employed in the 
United States. To protect the labels from being soiled each 
can is wrapped in paper before being packed in the boxes. The 
local dealers would prefer to have American canned foods 
protected in a similar manner, as they would arrive in a neater 
condition. Some of the American fruit canners also cover the 
tops and bottoms of the cans with labels, which practice is ob- 
jected to here. Labels are made of paper or printed on the tin 
direct. Boxes of fruit contain 24 cans of 2.2 pounds each, or 
48 cans of 1.1 pounds each. Canned fruit is packed in wooden 
boxes, the boxing material being similar to that used in the 
United States. 


Canned fruit is regarded as a luxury on account of the 
price, which is beyond the purses of the working classes. One 
leading dealer in American canned goods says the duty, freight, 
and incidental costs connected with importing American fruit 
amounts to $0.22 to $0.23 a can, while the fruit itself costs 
only $0.16. All material, except labor, is more expensive here 
than in the United States. If it were not for the high import 
duty on canned fruit, there would be an almost unlimited mar- 
ket for the American product, as it has an excellent reputation. 
Canned fruit is also imported from Germany, France, and Eng- 
land. Jams, marmalades, jeliies, and sauces come largely from 
Engiand and fine pickles from America, as well as peaches, 
apricots and pears. The high tariff is the great barrier. In 
spite of the duty, one house here has just placed an order for 
a carload of American fruit. 

Most of the canning factories in Austria have their repre- 
sentatives in the large cities. Some of these agents also keep 
a stock of all kinds of canned food produced by the firm em- 
ploying them, and in this way facilitate sales. Terms of sale 
are either four months’ credit or 2 per cent. cash discount 
within 30 days. 
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Carlsbad. 
[From Consul Will L. Lowrie.] 

There are only three canning factories in the Carlsbad 
consular district; less than 100 hands are employed, and the 
output does not exceed $40,000 a year. The products consist 
of vegetables preserved in water and vinegar, fruits in cans 
and glasses, marmalade, and sauerkraut. The prices of raw 
materials are comparatively high. Tne factory located in 
Carlsbad makes a specialty of fruit preserved in saccharin for 


the use of people visiting the Bohemian spas for the treatment 
of diabetes. 


American goods compare very favorably with those of 
local, German, or English manufacture in quality. There is 
apparently not much difference in the form of packing. 

BELGIUM. 
Brussels. 

[From Vice Consul General Charles Roy Nasmith.] 

There are five canning factories in the Brussels consular 
district. The largest two have an estimated output of 30,000 
to 40,000 boxes each per year. (A box generally weighs 110 
pounds.) The canning season commences in May for the 
French peas and green soup, and continues until October, 
when celery and spinach are canned. Labor is very cheap. A 
great many women and girls are employed in the factories, 
and the maximum wage for the women is 49 cents per day. 
The men employed to run the machinery are paid 80 cents to 
$1 per day. 

Belgian canned goods are mostly put up in 1-kilo and one- 
half kilo cans, and are packed in cases containing 50 of the 
former and 100 of the latter. Canned foods are also put up in 
one-eighth, one-fifth, and one-fourth kilo cans, and these 
smaller sizes are used almost entirely in the trade with the 
Belgian Kongo. The labels are generally printed directly on 
the tins. Paper labels are not used so extensively as in the 
United States, although the attractive paper labels on the 
American canned foods have helped to promote sales. The 
use of cans entirely coated with shellac is not known here. 
The wooden cases have the name of the firm burned in the 
wood, and all the rest of the case is left blank. Very strong 
boards one-half inch thick are used, and when the goods are 


to be exported strong crosspieces are used to strengthen the 
cases. 


American canned goods compare very favorably with those 
of other countries as to quality and attractive forms of pack- 
ing. The careful packing and the attractiveness of the labels 
have been noticed and favorably commented upon. 


The method of sterilizing canned foods is generally known 
to the consumers. The climatic conditions in Belgium do not 
affect canned goods and need not be taken into account. The 
supply of fresh foods does not preclude the sale of canned 
foods, for it is not sufficient to meet the demand. There is a 
constantly increasing demand for canned goods, and all classes 
of society in Belgium are consumers of such food. 


Sales Methods. .. 


The canning factories in Belgium sometimes have gen- 
eral agents, but usually sell directly to the retail dealers 
through their own commercial travelers. Foreign canning 
factories sell their products in Belgium by establishing general 
agents to whom they consign their goods and who keep a large 
stock on hand. In this way their customers do not have to 
wait, but get their goods immediately after ordering. These 
general agents have their commercial travelers or sub-agents, 
who visit every part of Belgium. The commissions vary from 
3 to 5 per cent. A general agent for the whole country may 
get as much as 10 per cent. 


The terms of sales are from 30 to 60 days from the date 
of making out the invoice. A discount of 1 per cent. is almost 
always allowed for cash. Also, in case of large transactions, 
a discount is generally made, and an agent should be allowed 
to establish different terms of sale in such cases. The best 
made of advertising is by bills on the walls and in railway 
stations; advertisements should also be carried in the grocery 
trade papers. 


There is no prejudice against canned foods in general or 
American canned foods in particular. There is no drawback 


of the duty paid for materials used in containers.

NATIONAL CANNED FOODS WEEK? 


March Sist to 


April Oth, 1913 


TO CANNED FOOD PACKERS: 


NATIONAL CANNED FOODS WEEK is a plan that has 
been agreed upon by the canners and the jobbers and by the 
retail dealers in Canned Foods to co-operate with each other 
during the first week in April with a view to getting the 
largest possible amount of publicity for canned foods of all 
kinds during that week. 


In addition to securing a large amount of advertising, the 
observance of this week will result in largely increased sales 
of canned foods in every retail grocery store in the United 
States. 

The Executive Committee of the National Canners’ Asso- 
ciation had the matter under consideration for several months, 
and after going carefully into every phase of the question 
voted an appropriation of $20,000.00 for the purpose of put- 
ting the plan in operation. This is the strongest kind of evi- 
dence of what the canners Executive Committee think about 
Canned Foods Week. 

The Executive Committee of the National Wholesale Gro- 
cers’ Association, after giving the question due consideration, 
has indorsed the plan and has voted to support this week, 
and it is believed that a similar or larger amount will be 
raised by Wholesale Grocers, which shows where the great 
wholesale grocery trade of the United States stands. 

The officials of the Southern Wholesale Grocers’ Associa- 
tion, and the National Canned Foods Brokers’ Association, 
have likewise approved the plan and are lending their active 
co-operation, as has the National Association of Retail Gro- 
cers. These powerful organizations have united in this un- 
dertaking and are each represented upon the Canned Foods 
Week Committee. 


This joint committee will organize and direct the active 
work getting all these branches of the trade pulling together 
to make the first week in April the greatest week ever known 
in the advertising and sale of food in cans. Naturally, the 
question arises, what does the retail dealer think about 
Canned Foods Week? 


They state that it is a great merchandising idea, and they 
tell us if we carry out our plans, they will take advantage of 
it to the fullest possible extent. One prominent retailer said 
he could sell more canned food during this week than he 
would ordinarily sell in a month. 

The National Association of Retail Grocers has endorsed 
the movement, and the national president of that body is a 
member of this committee. 

HOW WILL THE PLAN BE CARRIED OUT? Your 
committee proposes to carry on an educational campaign from 
the packer down through the jobber and his traveling sales- 
men to the retail grocer and by the clerks to the consumers. 


We will show that canned foods are pure and wholesome; 
that of all foods offered for the use of the consumer, food in 
air-tight tin cans is best protected from contamination; that 
packers are better equipped to put up clean, sanitary food 
than the ordinary housewife; that the conditions under which 
food is put in tin cans in a modern factory are just as clean 
as the conditions under which food is prepared in the kitchens 
of the highest class hotels and eating places in the country. 

We intend to convince the salesmen of the jobber and 
retail dealer that the unsanitary factory and that impure 
canned food is the rare and unusual exception. 

We shall place these ideas before them so that they in 
turn can present our products in the right light, both to the 
dealer and the consumer. 

We propose to reach the traveling salesmen and the re- 
tailer and his clerks by employment of two agencies. 

FIRST.—Articles will be prepared in leaflet form and 
sent out in the jobbers’ mail to all his customers. And it will 
be printed in pamphlet form for traveling salesmen. 

Second.—-The same matter will be used in our advertise- 
ments in the grocery trade papers, which reach 160,000 of 
the best retail grocers in the country. 

The trade papers assure us they will lend us their hearty 
co-operation, and that their writers of ‘‘advertising helps’’ to 
dealers and their window display writers will exploit the possi- 
bilities of the special Canned Foods Week for all they are 
worth. 

HOW TO REACH THE CONSUMER. Your Committee 
proposes to advertise extensively to the consumer, either 
through the magazines or daily papers or otherwise. This 
will probably be done in co-operation with the local retail 
dealers in the various cities and towns throughout the coun- 
try from Coast to, Coast. Beyond stating that the committee 
will advertise direct to the consumer, and that the greater 
part of our appropriation will be spent to reach the consumer, 
we are not prepared to say at present to what extent the vari- 
ous agencies will be employed. 

We shall go after the consumer hard, both through the 
advertising pages and through the reading pages of the publi- 
cations used, insofar as it may be proper for the editors to 
treat of canned foods in their reading column. 


We shall take this part of our plans up with you later, 
but we intend to ask every canner in the United States, as 
well as every wholesale grocer, to go to the editors of their 
local papers, each jobber or packer in his home town, and 
present the claims of Canned Foods to liberal treatment in the 
papers during this campaign. _This we will take up with you 
later, and will then supply you with some of the articles 
which we are desirous of having published. In the mean- 
time we want you to boost CANNED FOODS WEEK.

Red Salmon growing stronger—Heavy loss in steamship wreck—England now buying from 


America—Panama will be a benefit to salmon canners—A new steamship line. 


Reported by Telegraph 


Seattle, January 31, 1913. 

Red Fish Strong.— The feature of the canned salmon 
market here in the Pacific Northwest is the strength of 
the red fish. Pinks have been strong for some time, but 
reds until within the past two weeks or ten days have 
not displayed much life, either up or down, holding 
steadily at about opening quotations. The recent loss 
of 90,000 cases of reds on the east coast of South Amer- 
ica in the wreck of the steamship Workman, of the Har- 
rison Line, which was en route from British Columbia 
to the United Kingdom, was a stimulating factor. This 
jis said to be one of the largest individual losses of 
canned salmon ever recorded in the history of the busi- 
iness. While the fish was insured, the stock will have 
to be replaced with a fresh supply. [Frequently in the 
past Alaska sailing vessels or steamers have been 
wrecked and quantities of fish lost, but never has so much 
as 90,000 cases been lost at one time. There has been a 
much better demand for red fish from the United King- 
dom and elsewhere of late. England seems to have about 
cleaned up the supply across the line, and is now seeking 
fish from American packers. There is not so very much 
red fish unsold, and any considerable demand can hardly 
fail to stiffen the market. It is not likely that prices will 
reach a very high level, owing to the fact that pinks and 


chums are so cheap. However, the fact that packers in: 


Alaska, where the bulk of the reds are packed, will oper- 
ate very conservatively next season, in view of the large 
pack in sight on Puget Sound, is helping along the boom 
on reds. With a light pack of reds in Alaska in 1913, 
dealers declare it will make no difference how many cases 
of sockeyes are packed. There is a certain demand for 
reds, which any amount of sockeyes or pinks wil! not 
effect. In fact, they are hardly competitors at all. 

The steamship Workman, which was wrecked, also 
had on board 132.000 cases of canned fruit, which was 
loaded at San Francisco and was en route to England. 

Panama Canal a Benefit.—Active preparations are 
being made by salmon packers, as well as fruit and vege- 
table packers, for using the Panama Canal in getting 
their canned foods to the Atlantic Coast and to Europe. 
Salmon canners are particularly keen over the benefit 
which they expect the opening of the canal will bring to 
them. They do not expect to increase their sales along 
the Atlantic Coast so much as they do in the South. They 


expect to be able to make material gains up the Missis-- 


sippi River, operating out of New Orleans as a distrib- 
uting point. It is because of the advantages which the 


canal are likely to bring in the way of lower rates that 
the salmon packers’ associations are so active in the cam- 
paign to increase the consumption of canned salmon in 
They feel that the time to do the 


the Southern States. 


missionary work is now, and that by the time the canal 
is open a demand will have been created and that they 
will be in a position to fill that demand. Most packers 
do not look for much increase in demand to Europe, for 
the European rates are not likely to change very much 
as a result of the canal, although the new competition 
may change the tariffs. 

New Steamship Line to Far East.—Salmon pack- 
ers are greatly interested in the news that the Hamburg- 
American Steamship Company is to put on a line of 
steamers between Puget Sound, the Orient and Europe. 
The Hamburg-American Line has never operated out of 
Puget Sound. There. will be a monthly sailing, com- 
mencing within six weeks. The vessel will touch at 
Puget Sound ports and at San Francisco, and may pos- 
sibly make a call at Portland.

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like others tell me, you have not gotten much more than 


half; that is, if you have not gotten the output of the home 
canner. 


I started three years ago in home canning, being the first 
in this section. I supplied most of the merchants in three of 
my nearby towns. The second year increased in business, and 
I had more than enough, selling some on wholesale market. 
Now this year, I find as much as five or six thousand cases put 


up by home canners (not known by the trade) within a ra- 
dius of ten miles. 


‘Now if other sections of the United States have increased 
in home canning as this, and unknown to the commercial mar- 
ket, what may the output be? I also find several canners that 


are selling their goods to the retail trade have cut the sales 
of retail merchants in half. 


Now the point I wish to know is, is there any allowance 
made in the 14,000,000 cases for what is put up by the 
home canner? If not, and other sections have increased half 
as much as this, may we not look for a glut in the markets? 

I also wish you would publish or give me the United 


States net weights of canned goods, especially of tomatoes 
and beans.

Many of our readers may not be aware of the great num- 
bers of “home” canners’ clubs existing, especially through- 
out the South. There are thousands of little canning outfits 


located on farms, all of which produce goods which they sell 
upon the market. 


It would be very interesting to know what this total out- 
put is, because it goes without saying their packs are not 
counted in the regular statistics. And yet they have a direct 
effect upon the market, as they take away from the commer- 
cial canner just that much demand. Each of these little fac- 
tories supplies its nearby grocer with from a thousand to ten 
thousand cans of tomatoes and other products.

A CANNER FOR SECRETARY OF AGRICULTURE. 


William C. Smith, President Indiana Canners’ Association, 
Being Strongly Backed. 


(By Louis Ludlow.) 


Washington, December 30.— The State of Indiana will 
have an active candidate for a place in President Wilson's 
cabinet. Will C. Smith, cf Delphi, is after the post of Secre- 
tary of Agriculture, and the Indiana senators are impressed 
with the support that is being mustered in his behalf, not 
only in Indiana, but throughout the country. 

“Mr. Smith formerly wes a lawyer with a good practice. 
He became interested in agriculture as a side line, and his 
attention became so much engrossed that he dropped the law 
and took up scientific farming. He is the author of a work 
that has attracted wide attention, entitled ‘How to Grow One 
Hundred Bushels of Corn Per Acre on Poor Land.’ Of late 
years he has been extensively interested in the canning busi- 
ness. 

“His availability to succeed Secretary of Agriculture 
Wilson will be put up to President-elect Wilson in a way that 
at least insures consideration of his name in framing the cabi- 
net, though the fact that Indiana has the vice-presidency 
will be an argument for passing the Hoosier State by when

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MEETING OF TRI-STATE PACKERS’ ASSOCIATION. 


Office of Secretary. 


Princess Anne, Md., January 25, 1913. 

Dear Sir:—Our Annual Meeting, Thursday, the 23rd 
instant, was well attended and great interest manifested in 
the proceedings. 

After roll-call and reading of the minutes, Secretary Gor- 
rell of the National Canners’ Association, made a most im- 
pressive address upon Sanitary Requirements in Canneries, 
giving details of what we may expect in the way of govern- 
ment and state inspection during the season, and what should 
be done to comply therewith. Every packer should have 
heard this address. 

A general discussion of the subject matter of the ad- 
dress was then had, which resulted in the passage of the 
following resolution: 

“Resolved, That a committee of two from each State be 
appointed by this Association to take up the subject of State 
legislation of sanitary conditions in canning factories through- 
out the territory embraced by this Association, using the Ohio 
law as a basis, and be empowered to draft a Bill to be brought 
before the Delaware Legislature now in session, and to take 
up the subject with the Boards of Health of the State of 
Maryland.” 

The committee appointed were:. W. O. Hoffecker, ex- 
officio; William Silver, F. A. Torsch, Charles R. Jones, H. L. 
Cannon, C. S. Stevens and George L. Pheiffer. 

Committee to nominate officers and an executive com- 
mittee to serve during the ensuing year and to audit the treas+ 
urer’s accounts were then appointed. 

At this point a lunch provided in the hall through the 
courtesy of the American Can Company (which courtesy was 
afterward duly acknowledged by the Association), was en- 


joyed by all present and proved a great success as a time- 
saver and promoter of friendly relations. 

After lunch the Auditing Committee reported that they 
found the treasurer’s accounts correct, and the Nominating 
Committee reported the nomination of the following as offi- 
cers and executive committee to serve during the coming 
year: 

For President—W. O. Hoffecker. 


For Vice-President from New Jersey—George E. Di- 
ament. 


.-For Vice-President from Delaware—Harry L. Cannon. 
For Vice-President from Maryland—Fred. A. Torsch. 
For Secretary and Treasurer—C. M. Dashiell. 

For Executive Committee—C S. Stevens, Luke F. Smith, 


George L. Pheiffer, Daniel Hirsch, J. S. Reynolds,-John Wat- 
kins, E. C. White, C. W. Baker, A. R. Merritt, Leander Lan- 
grall, Charles T. Wrightson, H. B. Messenger, Fred. R. 
Owens, Albanus Phillips, Henry W. Roberts and L. M. Mil- 
bourne. The Secretary was directed to cast the ballot for 
all, which was done, and all declared elected. 


The Secretary then presented his report of Unsold Hold- 
ings of Tomatoes. He stated that it was by far the most 
complete report he had ever made, as he had had the help of 
competent assistants in every county of the three states, as 
well as in Baltimore City, and may be regarded as correct. 
This report showed that the present unsold holdings are less 
than ten and one-tenth per cent. of the total combined pack 
of the three states, which the National report puts at 8,547,000 
cases. 

An amendment to Article III. of our Constitution (notice 
whereof is hereby given) was proposed admitting to member- 
ship in our Association individuals or firms furnishing sup- 
plies to canners, but without attendance or vote at executive 
sessions.

EDITORIAL JOTTINGS. 


Qn to Louisville! All roads are beginning to lead to 
Louisville, and the progressive packer will be found trav- 
eling them, for it will be an interesting and important 
meeting, particularly interesting this year from the me- 
chanical point of view because there will be more buyers 
of machinery than ever before. 


It will be also important to the man who wishes to 
know what the sanitary requirements of this coming sea- 
son are. We have reason to expect that this subject will 
be a leading one before the Convention. 


Elsewhere we publish in this issue a letter from a 
“canner’s agent” under the heading “An Appeal to Arms.” 
This is a brief, concise statement that should prove inter- 


esting to every canner in the business. If there is a man 
with red blood in his viens who reads it and fails to act 
upon the suggestions, we will be sorry to learn of his 
existence in this industry. 


The spirit of self-defense is becoming rampant 
throughout the industry, and as the above writer says, 
it is no time for a man to sit down and say, “Let the 
other man attend to it.” Every single individual has 
his share of work to perform, and it is his duty to do so. 
This has reference, of course, to Canned Food Week, 
which, we trust, every packer has made up his mind to 
strongly support. It costs nothing but the effort, and the 
results should be most marked and will be depending 
upon the extent of this effort and the energy put be- 
hind it. 


The wreck of the steamship Workman on the Pacific 
Ocean, which carried down with it 222,000 cases of canned 
foods, was a sad disaster, mainly to the insurance com- 
panies, as the goods were largely insured. This is a con- 
sumptive movement with a vengeance, but as it took off 
the market 90,000 cases of salmon at one blow, there are 
those who are not crying over it. The 132,000 cases of 
fruits will be more badly missed, because all these goods 
will have to be replaced. 


There is a lesson, however, in this extensive loss that 
is worthy of consideration. A few years ago a total ship- 
ment of 222,000 cases of canned foods in a year to Europe 
would have been considered good business, but so rapidly 
has the consumption of the goods increased in foreign 
countries that this amount means only one shipment at 
the present day. If Europe can learn the lesson so rapid- 
ly, what would the outcome be in this country if Canned 
Foods Week, for instance, were properly supported ? 


Our readers have perused with interest the account 
of the various consuls in foreign countries as to the pos- 
sibility of introducing American canned foods. There are 
tremendous fields in all sections of the world for the 
American prcducts, and with the United. States Govern- 
ment taking an active hand in their introduction, even 
greater strides may be looked for in the near future. 


To the pessimist, the ever-present idea that canned 
foods of all kinds are badly over-produced, these evi- 
dences of rapid increase in consumption must be sad 
blows. As we have so long said, it is by no means a 
question cf over-production, but entirely one of under- 
consumption. The Canned Food Week boom can only 
mean packing and selling of greater quantities of canned 
foods at higher prices. This ought to make it worth 
while to any packer to do his share in bringing about the 
results. 


Again, we want to assure all our readers that Louis- 
ville has abundant room for all who care to attend the 
meeting. Do not stay away through any mistaken idea

In the West another special train, conducted by the 
3rokers’ Association, will leave Chicago over the Penn- 
sylvania Railroad on Monday, February toth, at to A. 
M., arriving at Louisville at 5.30 P. M. This also prom- 
ises to be a great success, and those who avail themselves 
of the opportunity can be assured that the train will be 
first-class in every particular, and that there will be a 
good, jolly crowd abroad. If you intend joining this spe- 
cial, you should at once notify Secretary James M. Hobbs, 


of the Brokers’ Association, 326 West Madison Street, 
Chicago. 


Just at this writing there seems to be a considerable 
spirit of “blues” existing among tomato packers gener- 
ally because the market is not better, and because the 
jobbers are not buying as largely as usual at this sea- 
son. We cannot but regard this feeling as being with- 
out foundation, and that the packers are worrying them- 
selves unnecessarily on this question. As we have be- 
fore stated, the jobbers were severely disappointed in the 
large tomato pack shown by the recent statistics. They 
overlooked the fact that they themselves formed an esti- 
mate for their own benefit, and arrived at the same con- 
clusion as packers and others did during the season, and 
that was that the ultimate outcome would be compara- 
tively light. In other words, the big pack was a surprise 
to everybody. And these jobbers will soon get over 


their disappointment when they find in the near future 
how hard it is to locate good-sized blocks of good quality 
tomatoes. 


At the meeting of the Tri-State Association in Wil- 
mington the total holdings on hand, made in a more ac- 
curate and reliable way than ever before, showed only 
slightly over 10 per cent. of the total pack on hand at the 
present time. In round figures, this might be placed at 
goo,000 cases in a pack of over 8,000,000 cases in these 
three states. If these jobbers will try to figure how this 
amount is going to supply the market during the next 
seven months, we think they will very likely cause a 
stampede in the market for the remaining stocks. Job- 
bers are not overloaded, nor are the retailers overloaded, 


and the heaviest consuming months of the year are yet 
to be supplied. Under these circumstances it seems a 
hard matter to find any cause for the “blues” as regards 
the spot tomato market, and this being the case, with 
every indication promising an early advance, there is 
little doubt but what futures will soon follow suit 

It is not surprising that under these conditions job- 
bers are not buying futures; but we will be much sur- 
prised if, after the Convention, they do not start in to buy 
heavily and at better prices than now ruling. They must sup- 
ply their requirements, and they will not hesitate to pay 
the price for proper quality. Instead of being dull ana 
disinteresting, the canned foods market should be buoy- 
ant and hopeful, for the indications for the coming year 
are as bright as we have ever seen them. We had big 
packs, but the people have eaten them. They will eat 
even more goods next year What more could a packer 
desire ? 

Therefore, let the packer show a little confidence in 
his own goods, have a little backbone and stand up for 
his rights, and we do not believe he will be disappointed.

The California Market 


Alaska Packers Assn.’s annual report—How one of the largest canning concerns operates 


—Continued good demand for fruits—Noted on the coast. 


Reported by Telegraph 


January 31, 1913. 


The Alaska Packers’ Association held its annual meeting 
January 21st and elected officers for the coming year as fol- 
lows: Henry F. Fortmann, president; Louis Sloss, vice-presi- 
dent; William Timson, vice-president; Isaac Liebes, treasurer; 
A. K. Tichenor, secretary; G. E. Geary, cashier. The director- 
ate is made up of Henry F. Fortmann, Isaac Liebes, W. B. Brad- 
ford, D. Drysdale, Louis Sloss, Francis Cutting, William L. 
Gerstle, Henry E. Bothin, George L. Payne, John Daniel and 
Henry Timson. 

The annual report rendered to the stockholders of this con- 
cern is always very interesting, as the operations of the Asso- 
ciation are carried on over such a wide range of territory, and 
include so many allied industries. In part the annual report 
of President Henry F. Fortmann is as follows: 


The capitalization of the Company remains the same, viz.: 
$7,500,000 authorized capital, divided into 75,000 shares, leav- 
ing 17,492 shares in the treasury of the Company. 

The Association carries its own insurance on buildings, 
wharves, machirery, equipments, furniture and on product in 
the course of manufacture and finished in its own plants; also 
on all floating property and on cargoes of box shooks, lumber 
and coal. All up and down general cargoes are insured at full 
values, and salmon and meichandise stored in warehouses in 
San Francisco at about one-half their values. At the close of 
1911 the insurance fund showed a credit of $1,164,307.46 and 
earned $390,842.73 for 1912. The amounts charged for losses 
and expenses aggregate $17,793.63. The insurance fund now 
amounts to $1,537,356.56; of this, $1,380,746.08 is invested in 
bonds. 

The Association’s pack of salmon for the season was as 
follows: Sockeye, 38,127 cases; red, 867,503 cases; king, 10,- 
663 cases; coho, 30,221 cases; pink, 233,912 cases; chums, 22,- 
353 cases; total, 1,202,779 cases. Salt salmon, 8,988 barrels. 
During the year 1912 the salmon markets have been irregular. 
Largely owing to unsatisfactory industrial conditions in vari- 
ous countries, canned salmon has not been selling as briskly 
asin 1911. Together with a large number of other canned food 
products the tendency of prices of canned salmon has been 
downwards. The Pacific Coast salmon packs of 1911 and 
1912 were larger than those of any two previous years, and 
the consumption has not increased in proportion to the in- 
crease of pack, although the cheaper grades of 1912 pack 
are selling below the cost of production. The following can- 
neries were operated: Nushagak, 2; Kvichak, 2; Nakne, 3; 
Egegak, 1; Chignik, 1; Alitak, 1; Karluk, 1; Cook Inlet, 1; 
Fort Wrangell, 1; Loring, 1: Semiahmoo, 1; grand total, 15. 

Current repairs and replacements amounting to $299,- 
863.84 have been charged to operating cost. New improve- 
ments and additions to plants have been made at a cost of 
$156,912.06. There has been written off from plants on ac- 
count ef depreciation, $124,821.64, making the present ap- 
praised value of plants $4,336,261.71. There has been ex- 


pended for improvements and repairs to the fleet the amount 
of $181,238.83. There has been written off from fleet values 
for depreciation the sum of $83,395.73, leaving the present 
appraised value of the fleet $1,362,000. 

The Association now owns nine ships, eleven barks, one 
barkentine, three schooners and sixty-two steamers and 
launches, a total of eighty-six vessels. The Association main- 
tains six medical stations in Alaska. All employees and all 
natives are given free medical treatment and medicines. The 


policy of the Association to assist in the development of 
Alaska has been continued, and expenditures exceeding $250,- 
000 for the year were made in the territory. 

The two salmon hatcheries of the Association have con- 
tinued operations. During 1912, from the 41,$26,800 red 
salmon eggs taken in 1911 at the Karluk Salmon Hatchery, 
37, 495,100 fry were liberated and 45,600,000 red salmon 
eggs were taken. From the 107,520,000 red salmon eggs 
taken at the Fortmann Salmon Hatchery in 1911, 100,335,v00 
fry were liberated and 23,160,000 red salmon eggs were 
taken in 1912. In Alaska the Government continued oper- 
ating large salmon hatcheries on McDonald Lake and at Lit- 
nik Afognak Island. 


The canneries, hatcheries, shipyard and fleet of the As- 
sociation have all been kept in a very high-class condition, 
and more than fully equipped to meet all demands on them. 
Each cannery has machine and general repair shops; every 
cannery district is provided with shipyards to haul »ut ves- 
sels; large stocks of material, reserve machinery and other 
equipments are kept on hand to provide for aij probable 
contingencies. The shipyard at Alameda is equipped with 
a general wood-working plant, machine shop and other ap- 
pliances sufficient to make all but the larger improvements 
and repairs to vessels and to build and repair cauning ma- 
chinery. 

During the year 1912 $100,000 of the bonds of the As- 
sociation were redeemed and canceled, reducing the bonded 
indebtedness to $978,000. The insurance fund has increased 
$373,049.10. The profits for 1912 were $372,831.42. 


Shipments of canned salmon from San Francisco during 
1912 were valued as follows: January, $30,812; February, 
$39,039; March, $10,454; April, $27,354; May, $23,160; 
June, $12,489; July, $20,570; August, $31,582; September, 
$211,805; October, $443,118; November, $1,099,207; De- 
cember, $623,954; total, $2,843,444. 

The demand for canned fish of all kinds is increasing, 
but the prices for salmon remain the same as they have been 
for several months. Jap crab is very scarce here in the better 
grades, but there are light supplies of inferior stock to be 
had. Stocks of minced clams have been limited, but several 
large shipments have been received of late. Stocks of Cali- 
fornia tunna and sardines are believed to be sufficient to last 
until the new pack is ready for the market. 


Tomatoes.—Standard tomatoes are still to be had at 
prices that have remained unchanged for several weeks, but 
solid pack Tomatoes are getting scarce, especially in the No. 
3 and No. 10 sizes, and are being held at higher rates. 

The anticipated difficulty in securing stocks of canned 
peas did not materialize, but it is to be noted that while the 
lower grades are plentiful, choice Peas are rather scarce. 
Weather conditions in, California at the present time are not 
especially favorable for the 1913 crop, the rainfall being 
light, with cold weather prevailing. 

Thee Central California Canneries is planning extensive 
improvements at Rio Vista, Cal. A number of new cottages 
will be erected, a sewer system installed and a warehouse 
enlarged. Tomatoes will receive attention as well as aspara- 
gus. 

Libby, McNeil & Libby have removed the office force 
for the canning department from Sunnyvale to San Fran- 
cisco, where headquarters are being established. — 


“BERKELEY.” 
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FISHING SEASON IN RUSSIAN FAR EAST. 


[From Vice Consul Harold F. Newhard, Vladivostok, Siberia.] 

The 1912 season has caused general disappointment to 
the Russian and Japanese fishermen in the waters of the 
Russian Far East, as outside of a few stations the results 
were very poor. Along the shores of the Japan Sea and Tar- 
tar Straits, where the herring stations are of chief impor- 
tance, the catch was only medium, while on both shores of 
Kamchatka and in the Nikolaiefsk district the catch was 
smali. As a consequence, toward the end of the season in 


the Nikolaiefsk district, the price for cheap fish products 
rose to two and one-half times that of 1911. 


Ordinarily, large quantities of fish and fish products are 
prepared in the Nikolaiefsk district for the Japanese market, 
but this year only three Japanese schooners were able to se- 
cure cargo, many vessels being compelled to leave in ballast, 
as owing to the poor catch almost the entire ouput was pre- 
pared for the Russian market, where better prices were ob- 
tained. The poor results this year were caused by stormy 
weather in the Nikolaiefsk district, and not by any scarcity 
of fish; on the contrary, there was an abundance, and the 
natives state that they have never seen such large numbers. 
Stations on the river above Nikolaiefsk had a good season.

BALTiMORE, MD. 
February ist, 1913. 

Spot Tomatoes are finding more friends these days, judg- 
ing by the continued quiet and steady buying of them in small 
lots for prompt shipment, widely scattered, and it is that char- 
acter of buying that makes a broader market later on. Few 
orders were for larger quantities than single carlots this week, 
but the fact that they were wanted at all was the redeeming 
feature, from the canners’ point of view. Of course, the open 
weather helps the sales somewhat, for there is no danger of 


Tomatoes freezing on the road while the temperature con- 
tinues around the average record of the present month. 


The annual convention of the canners, brokers and allied 
industries, to be held at Louisville during the week of Febru- 
ary 10th is expected to develop some interesting information 
concerning the Tomato market, and also the outlook for the 
next six months. At the recent montly meeting of the Tri- 
States Canners’ Association at Wilmington, Del., the stocks 
unsold in the hands of the members were reported to be about 


10 per cent. of their output in 1912, which is in line with 
previous estimates of their holdings. 


The trading in future Tomatoes is gradually increasing, 
the sales this week exceeding those of the week previous in 
point of numbers, though not in size, the orders running, as a 
rule, for one to three carlots, and they came from nearly all 
sections. The canners do not appear to be at all anxious for 
orders at the going prices, feeling somewhat apprehensive of 
further advances in the cost of some of the items of raw ma- 
teriais, and the knowledge that the present higher prices asked 
for cans, cases, etc., are sure to be maintained throughout the 
season. From the facts developed up to this date the purchase 


of well-known, reliable brands of future Tomatoes look to be 
safe for the jobber at today’s quotations. 


Outside of the usual daily orders for small lots of vege- 
tables, there were no developments of more than ordinary in- 
terest in any lines of these goods. There is a slightly firmer 
undertone to the market for Sweet Potatoes, and some reac- 
tion is overdue from the low prices for that article. String 
Beans, “Baked Beans, Lima Beans, Kraut and Soaked Peas 
seem to be wanted more than any other vegetables, but they 


were all far from being active. Corn and Peas were at a 
standstill. 


Pineapples were fairly active again this week in small lots, 
and so were Pears and Apples. The steady buying of Pine- 
apples all winter has certainly reduced to very small propor- 
tions the stocks held here, all grades and sizes, and by next 
Spring they will be cleaned up. Next to nothing doing these 
days in berries and cherries, and the stocks held here, except- 
ing Blackberries, are so small that there is no object to cut 
prices to move them. 

Cove Oysters are stronger, and a little bit more active this 
week for some brands, because the cost of the raw stock con- 


tinues to be too high for canning purposes. All the extra se- 
lected stock is sold out. ,

Tomatoes.—There is hardly any interest shown in Spot 
Tomatoes at the present time, and there is nothing that would 
arouse buyers’ interest at the present time. The majority are 


under the impression that there are quite a few Tomatoes in 
first hands, but from a careful estimate it is figured that not 
more than 10 per cent. of the pack remains in first hands. 
That means when the usual Spring demand comes, and there 
is more of a buying interest shown that it will be hard to 


pick up desirable quality, and that possibly those that are 
fortunate enough to possess goods that will grade right up 
to the mark will get a better price for them later on than 
what they would now, and we feel that those who need to 
replenish their stocks would do well to do so now. It is a 
pretty good time to buy, when there is little interest shown 
and when goods can be bought on such a reasonable basis as 
what they can be bought for now. We have only gone through 
four months, and we have eight ahead of us, and if the 
buyers will just stop and think of this, knowing what it costs 
to pack goods this year and that good quality is scarce, it 


might be a pretty good plan to pick up desirable lots of To- 
matoes that can be had at a low price now. 


Spot Pumpkin.—tThis is an article where quality is most 
desired. From now on until Spring there is more or less 
demand. There has been a lot of inquiries the last few weeks 
for gallon Pumpkin, and as this is particularly scarce, we call 
attention to the fact that under Special Offerings we have 
some Fancy Jersey Pumpkin in No. 3 cans and at a low 
=_ It might be well to make this a special the coming 
week. 

Corn.—lIn traveling around some of the largest cities 
we have seen in practically every retail store placards call- 
ing attention to Corn at idc..per can. This has helped to con- 
sume large quantities of this article. Every day has brought 
inquiries for low-priced Corn, and in most cases we have 
been able to satisfy the buyers’ wants, but the demand has 
been heavy, and now it is not so easy to pick up Corn at 45c. 
to 50c. a dozen, whereas a few weeks ago it was not a diffi- 
cuit matter. We have right before us at the present time 
inquiries for this class of Corn, and we are at a loss to know 
just where to fill them. This all spells something to us— 
that after this cheap Corn is gotten out of the way that the 
better grades will come into their own. Good Corn can be 
bought at low prices at the present time. We have had 
three years where Corn has been kind of kicked around, and 
this surely cannot continue. One extreme generally follows 
another. Already efforts are being made to cut down the 
acreage and curtail the pack. We would not be a bit sur- 


prised to see Corn do better in the near future. There is a 
long season ahead of us beiore the new pack comes in.
